Munition Work Needs 

Some Speeding Up 

A Soldiers’ Message to Munition 
Workers of tho Empire 

There are no holidays at the front. 
Every minute of the day and night 
men are risking .their lives, even al¬ 
though 1 the official communications 
. may say "there is nothing to report." 
An appeal tq Canadian munition wor¬ 
kers to give up their usual New 
Year’s holiday atld the statement thht 
Canadian manufacturers are -far be¬ 
hind in the delivery, of shells and 
other war material show how impera¬ 
tive (s the need for still further speed¬ 
ing up pur war industries in (Canada. 
-Even in England there.'!* probably 
room for still greater effort .Wor¬ 
kers ought not to Want any holidays 
except those periods of rest that are 
necessary to keep the body at tire 
highest potm of efficiency. Flandery 
ought to be matched by an equal wc* 
tivity ip the armories and maximjim 
of human endeavor is becoming mere 
nearly approached with every week 
that passes. 

The English production was not 
made possible until the National Ad¬ 
visory committee on war output had 
as a result of wide publicity brought 
home to the workers the vital neces¬ 
sity of “more, shells and still more 
shells.” This boar<J, of which Mr.'Ar¬ 
thur Henderson, now a member of 
the war cabinet, was chairman, ad¬ 
dressed the workers in these words: 
“Our munitions makers are sharing 
in the battles as much' as if their 
workshops were situated immediately 
behind tbe firing line, and they were 
personally engaged in handing the 
shells to the men , who fire them.” 
This is a thought thjft may not imme¬ 
diately present itseff to those of thn. 
workers in the country who lack im¬ 
agination; but it* is a matter.of exact 
truth. Our munitions workers arc as 
directly engaged in the figh/f as were 
the wives of the early pioneers who 
knelt behind their log defences and 
reloaded their husbands' muskets. If 
the ammunition streanrfails, then the 
army must fait '; 

pne of the pamphlets circulated by 
the 'national advisory committee has 
been forwarded by a friend of The 
Mail apd Empire. It is called “The 
Measure of Our Blood” and yvas writ¬ 
ten by a wounded soldier. When he 
arrived at Southampton, his head 
swathed in bandages, an effort was 
made to interview him. Instead of 
talking about Itis experiences he 
handed out a message which he had 
written on the ship. The name of the 
regiment with Vhich he served and 
his own name were suppressed, 'fol¬ 
lowing what we can regard aB only 
the lialf-iftsane policy of the censor¬ 
ship. He said; "] don’t think our 
chaps could have done much-better if 
they Jiad been at the game for 20 
years. . *i,, . They fought hard and 
they fought all the time, and there 
was neVer a case of a single man 
flanging back for a single minute. 
Couldn't do more. Our worst is not 
better than the Bosche best; and if 
may be our best is no better thqn his 
best. But what I’m certain of is that 
our Average is infinitely finer than his 
average, and on equal terms we can 
beat hini all the time and go on 
beating him.” 

Then he turned to the mattcr_ of 
munitions, and said: “You can never 
eat yonr dinner or smoke a pipC; or 
Tcad a newspaper, of go to 'the pic¬ 
tures but what, while you arc getting 
through with it, some scores of your 
own opuntrymen arc knocked out by 
bullets v and shells.” There’s no rea¬ 
son why the public should be de¬ 
pressed about fhis. As far as the 
army is-concerned, "we're not givinq 
away a drop of your countrymen’s 
blood, not this year. It’s all being 
-sold, and on a good business basis . 

. . " a better price it may be than it 
ever fetched in all the history of the 
Empire. So don't grieve after us. Our 
high commands know whit they’re 
doing, and Master Bosche’s doom is 
sit, and he knows it, and wi all know 
it. We’re doing our bit, all right. Are 
you? . . _ Our part of the ma- > 
chinery’s all right, and I don’t think 
you’ll find any failure there.” He ex¬ 
pressed the view that the end of” the 
war was largely in'the hands of the 
British army. 

The wounded soldier’s message 
continues: “For God’s sake, don’t you 
fail us. There’s a lot of blood, to be 
sold; and so long as it’s well sold on 
the right terms, as it has been sold in 
the last week, yoji can make your 
mind easy. >*. •. It’s good stuff, 
yoy know. Don’t 1« it be chucked 
away. Everybody will know what I 
mean, won’t he? It boils down to mu¬ 
nitions of wst\ You can’t s’epd us too 
much. For .God's Sake see that you 
send us enough. You can measure thq 
blood we’ve got to pay before it’s 
over by the guns and shells and cart¬ 
ridges you send out.' The more you 
send the less we’ll have to pay. §cn<( 
plenty, my countrymen, and country¬ 
women, send plenty. Don’t you mind 
us. We’re all right. You arc all very 
kind to us when we come back. We’ve 
all heard all about it. I say, never 
mind us. Drop evtry other mortal 
thing, but for God's sake send us 
plenty, of munitions. You can trust 
us to do tli?! best." It is messages 
like this that ought to be given to 
every munition worker in Canada and 
everyone who might become a muni¬ 
tion worker.

: The originator of the modern card, 
index system of socialogical invest!-- 
gatton and the father of the old-Agc 
pension law in England died’ a few 
days ago at his country place -in Lei¬ 
cestershire. /-He’/tfhs Charles Booth, . 
who Was rtht oely a^reat scientist, 
but was tC successful and wealthy 
shipowner. \ 

. Booth, when nearly in - middle age, 
became intensely interested in the 
distribution of wealth and the conse¬ 
quent distribution of property. Be¬ 
fore his time sociologists had ^>nlv 
skimmed, over conditions in -certain* 
area's or cities;-they hafl taken , iso¬ 
lated cases or had generalized aboilt 
the pooq and the rich. None hdd 
charted the conditions in any givcw 
section. But Booth, spend!lour 
years on the task, made an inv.-s,ti- 
gation of London that Beached tq 
dyery block in the whole city. ,!.»* " 
fact, his hook, whrfa completed, con- - 
tained a ntap Of every street in Lon- 
don, colored to show the varying 
shades of poverty, - comfort- and* 
wealth. 

He put London’s people ‘In tight 
classes, from the lowest who-had vir¬ 
tually no-means of livelihood to the 
“servant keeping class,” and he found, 
that 30.7 per cent, of the city’s then . 
4,309,000 inhabitants- were in pov¬ 
erty, that Sl.S per /cent, were in 
“comfortable” circumstances, anti 
that 17.8 pec cent, could be describ¬ 
ed as well to do.

Britain’s Losses in Ships

For several years experiments on 
4he effect of overhead electrical d>*-- 
■chargcs on crops have been carried 
out at-Lincuden Mains, Dutnfiieshirc. 
Scotland, by Miss E. C Dudgecn, 
with the scientific co-operation o. 
Profesaot J. H. Priestley and Mr. I. 
Joorgensen The leakage of dis¬ 
charge over'the control plot was 
largely, but not entirely, prevented 
by the interposition between the 
plots of a well-earthed wire screen 
three feet above the level of the 
charged network Despite this leak¬ 
age, the electrified plot showed the 
remarkable increase of 30 per cent, 
in grain and 58 per, cent, straw as the 
presumptive effect of the discharge, 
which was applied on fhe average five 
hours daily for 108 days. The crops 
were not heavy, but the superiority 
of the crop on the electrified plot 
was marked from the earliest stages 
of growth, and it suffered less from 
the dryness of the season. "S.—. 


Sir Norman Hill, secretary of the 
Liverpool Steamship Owners’ Asso¬ 
ciation, calculates that the effect of 
the German campaign on British 
shipping has been as follows: IA the 
twenty-seven months of war from 
August, 1914, to October, 1916, 435 
steam vessels of more than 1,600 tons,; 
representing 1,744,000 tons gross re-j 
gister, were list through war perils. 
Great Britain started the war with 
3,600 steamships, of 16,000,000 tons 
gross, so that the losses represent 12 
per cent, in numbers or 11 per cent, 
in tonnage, being less than one-half 
of one per cent a month. The value 
of the cargoes lost is calculated at 
0.49 per cent, of the total by Sir Nor¬ 
man, who adds: "A 10 shillings in 100 
pounds blockade won’t starve us.”-— 
London Fair Play. 


Has Became World Famous for the 
Quality of Fruit Grown 

Canada’s Pacific province of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia is famous all over the 
world for the fruit that is raised 
there. Although the industry is of 
comparatively recent origin, it has, 
within the last two or three years, 
made very rapid strides. The value 
of the fruit crop of 1910 was approx¬ 
imately $250,000; the value of the 1916 
crop was about $1,700,000. One of 
the best known districts in which 
fruit is obtained is the Okanagan 
VaHey. The total output of this dis¬ 
trict during 1916 has been about 2,C00 
carloads of fruit, in addition to 1,000 
carloads, of. vegetables. This produce 
goes principally to the prairie pro¬ 
vinces of Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, but at the same time a 
considerable trade is being developed 
with Australia, South Africa and 
Great Britain. Government exhibits 
from the province secured the gold 
medal of the Royal Horticultural So¬ 
ciety, London, England—the blue 
ribbon of fruit growing—for eight 
consecutive years, against all comers.

But we have 
fought against her for a thousand 
years. We have kept the Teutonic 
hordes from spreading to the Urals, 
and we will not be fooled now into 
abandoning our national purpose by 
la trick. 

’’It is not even a clever trick. So 
long as it is easy to break a promise 
as one that leaves so much, in doubt, 
why didn’t they make better reading 
out of that great proclamation at 
Warsaw? As a historical document, 
it is chiefly interesting because of the 
things it does not say. - It fails to 
define the boundaries of the new land 
of freedom. It does not say whether 
Danzig is to be included, although 
without that new Poland would be 
hopelessly at the mercy of Germany 
'commercially.”

and in some cases derision, at 
Germany when she introduced her system of 
food regulations. By placing herself upon a war 
footing is regard to the necessities of life, an¬ 
ticipating the future and preparing herself .for 
it, we were asked to believe that the hour of her 
doom was struck and the day of her repentance 
wits at hand. But time has gone on since then, 
and although her doom may be certain, the re¬ 
pentance is not in evidence, nor do the Germans 
seem disposed to regard themselves as especially 
called upon to undertake the very edifying role 
of an atrocious example of conceit eating hum¬ 
ble pie. 

^ Meanwhile we have been learning our own 
lesson, which is the same as that of Germany. 
Some months ago the problem arose for the Bri¬ 
tish politicians to solve, and though they tackled 
it in some measure it remained for the Lloyd 
George cabinet 4o open the eyee of the people 
of the British Isles to the danger that awaited 
them if due regard was not paid to the system¬ 
atic conservation of food'and resources. The 
German blockade has intensified the problem 
and last week Lloyd George called upon the peo¬ 
ple to make sacrifices in order that shipping 
might be curtailed. “Jf” said he, “we take 
drastie measures, we can cope with the submar¬ 
ine menace, but if the nation is not prepared to 
accept drastic measures—disaster is before us”. 
Shipping must be reduced, luxuries greatly cur¬ 
tailed and available supplies properly husbanded. 
In other words, Great Britain is today enforcing 
regulations which the Germans saw to years ago. 

What has happened in Germany and Great 
Britain is impersonal to us in Canada,—so far; 
and if we knew that the war would end within 
/ a given time there is the probability that we 
would not be affected in the same way. But we 
do not know anything about it, and it is high 
time that a warning note in regard to individual 
and national economy was sounded throughout 
the land. Sir Thomas White has applauded the 
sentiments of Lloyd George; doubtless with a 
view to bringing them home y> us. But that is 
not sufficient; it will not do any good. We'may 
be richer than ever we were before, but we are 
spending more and our surplus is not going in 
the direction which tends to help the Empire to 
win the war. Prices are Advancing, the cost of 
living is going up, and investigate this/ as we 
may,-'-‘and there may appear in certain quarters 
examples of unscrupulous profiteering—it only 
tends to prove that our money is not worth as 
much as it was heretofore. This alone ought to 
give us pause and make us ask ourselves wheth¬ 
er we have fully grasped the trend of affairs, 
and whether national economy is not the great¬ 
est, and at the same time the most neglected, 
essentiaLpf today. 

WHY NOT LIGHT ON THE LEAGUE? 

1 As stated in our last issue, one of the prop¬ 
agandists of the Non Party League visited cer¬ 
tain-points of the Vulcan district recently and 
had a measure of success interesting many, and 
signing up not a few who paid the necessary en¬ 
trance fee. The visit, we understand, was but 
the forerunner of others, and is to be followed 
up by more extensive work here, as has been 
the case elsewhere.

^re^/However this may be it does not appear 
to be quite the method of enlisting public sym¬ 
pathy. There ought to be some publicity about 
it if only to let people know ' the aims of the 
League; to say that they are noif partisan, anti¬ 
patronage and all the rest of it is not enough. 
Fifty per cent of the average voters are of the 
same trend of thought and willing to find an 
improvement on the present system, but they 
are not going to buy a pig in a poke by pledging 
allegiance to a party, or rather a non-party, 
which forbears giving publicity to its aims and 
ambitions. The majority of voters today are 
independent or oh the verge of it, willing to 
embrace ideas and ideals consonant with greater 
social freedom and advancement Does the Non- 
Party League possess these ? The mystery sur¬ 
rounding it forbids a direct answer one *?ay or 
the other, but onk naturally concludes that, hav¬ 
ing such a panacea for all modern ills, it is 'not 
wisdom to keep it in the dark. The League 
may have a greater claim upon us than we are 
aware of; on the other hand, it may be a very 
second hand affair. We cannot tell, pnd while 
it is kept so sedulously in the background there 
will be many misgivings. ’ 


NOTES 

After a period of uncertainty the provincial 
government has arrived at the decision tjiat jthe 
life of the present parliament will not be ex¬ 
tended. For some time there has been a differ¬ 
ence of opinion on this point among the mem¬ 
bers and the cabinet, but the final decision was 
arrived at on Friday. The regular term expires 
April 1918, and it is within the realm of possi¬ 
bility that the election will be held this spring 
or midsumTner. 

As a matter of policy midsummer seems the 
the more favourable time of the two, being be¬ 
tween seasons. In the spring the farmers are 
busy on the land. The record of the Sifton gov¬ 
ernment, as far as legislation is concerned, is 
good, and many acts directly bearing upon the 
welfare of the public of the province have been 
passed, chief among them being the Womens 
Franchise and the Prohibition actB. The bills 
dealing with Rural Hospitals and Rural Credits 
are before the house this session. 


T. B. Kidner, who 1ms charge of the voca. 
tional training of the military hospitals commi- 
sion, gave some irfteresting evidence before the 
parliamentary committee enquiring into the care 
of returned soldiers. One instance he gave was 
that out of 346 men returned to Alberta only 6 
had declared their desire to go on the land. 
These were evidently men who were not farm¬ 
ers, as in answer to a question, Mr. Kidner re¬ 
plied that he did not know now many had gone 
back to the land who were farmers before en¬ 
listing. 

This evidence 1 of the unwillingness of the 
returned soldier to take up the calling of farm*- 
ing is a rude jolt to those communists who had 
visions of Canada dotted here and there with 
veteran centres. The answer to this seems to 
be that steadier’wages can be obtained in cities 
as the result of vocational training given to the 
soldiers, which is immediately more appealing 
thap life on a farm after the. crowded associa¬ 
tion of the war. Or is it a want of a definite 
fanning proposition that is wanted ?.

gerent nation. 

Mftre than £1,000,000,000 of 
new money, with more than 5,- 
000,000 subscribers are the stup¬ 
endous figures, which the chan¬ 
cellor confessed he would have 
thought it impossible to raise only 
a few days ago. 

The loan has resulted in a 
striking victory of the Govern¬ 
ment over the financiers, since 
bankers had advised the treasury 
department that it could not be 
floated at less than 6 per cent. 
Mr. Law preferred to risk failure 
with a 5 per cent loan rather 
than place 6 per cent as the stan¬ 
dard of the nation’s credit. The 
most he expected was $600,000,- 
, 000 .

Congress on Monday of this week, 
and asked for authority to place 
the United States in a state of 
‘‘armed neutrality” to resist the 
German submarine menace. The 
steps he asked to be empowered^ 
to take, when necessarj^arertfie 
arming of ships, tha^jonvoying 
of merchantmen bjr war vessels 
jpid other steps to protect th^ 
rights of the United States on 
the high seas.

Wealth of Western Provinces 

Grain, Live Stock and Dairy Products 
Constitute Amazing Wealth 

The Winnipeg Free Press, in an ex¬ 
haustive tabulation of market returns 
for Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta for 19l6, says that the value of 
live stock and dairy products and the 
first four months of the grain crop of 
these provinces totalled $258,010,681. 
For 1915 it gives a comparative fig¬ 
ure of $254,162,954, and for 1914 of 
$140,609,535. 

It is stated that 97,000,000 bushels 
of wheat has passed Winnipeg of the 
1916 crop. Oats, barley and flax in¬ 
spected there had a value of over 
$10,000,000 higher than for the same 
month of the previous year. 

It is estimated that 33^000,000 bush¬ 
els of wheat remained in interior ele¬ 
vators at the close of the year. 

The year’s grand 'total is made up 
as follows, according to ‘.he Free 
Press: Wheat, $161,389,955: oats, 
$22,135,625; barley, $6,891,187; flax,
